The  Budget.— The  Chancellor  of  the 
xchequer  (Sir  John  Anderson)  introduced 
ie  Budget  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
pril  24.  Expenditure  for  the  past  financial 
3ar  reached  the  record  total  of  £6,063 
illion.  Estimated  revenue  for  1945-46 
£3.265  million,  with  an  estimated  ex- 
mditure  of  £5,565  million.  No  major 
langes  in  taxation  were  recommended  but 


another  Budget  may  be  brought  forward 
later  in  the  year.  The  minor  tax  changes 
proposed  included  further  E.P.T.  relief  for 
new  and  small  enterprises ;  exemption  from 
Customs  duty  of  imported  hydrocarbon  oils 
used  for  chemical  industries ;  and  a  new 
method  of  taxation  on  motor  vehicles  first 
registered  after  January  i,  1946. 

Shop-window  Lighting. — It  is  understood 
from  an  authoritative  source  that  the 
lifting  of  the  "dim-out"  regulations  on 
April  23  does  not  cancel  the  Order  prohi- 
biting any  illumination  in  shop  windows 
and  doors  or  the  exterior  lighting  of  shop 
premises. 

Postal  Service  to  Italy. — Postcards  and 
letters  on  personal  matters  or  on  business 
matters  limited  to  ascertaining  of  facts  and 
exchanging  information  are  now  accepted 
up  to  2  lb.  in  weight  for  the  provinces  of 
Lucca  and  Pistoia.  Correspondence  for 
parts  of  the  provinces  not  yet  open  for 
service  are  being  held  by  the  Italian  Post 
Office  until  delivery  can  be  effected. 
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Acetic  Acid  for  Bakers. — The  Ministry 
of  Food  has  made  arrangements  for  the 
release  of  acetic  acid  to  bakers  for  the  con- 
trol of  "rope"  during  the  coming  /Summer. 

D.D.T.  in  Ireland.— Supplies  of  D.D.T.

"You  must  be  carefull  that  you  take  not 
Daffodil  for  Affodil."  In  Nicholson's 
"Dictionary  of  Gardening"  eleven  pages 
are  devoted  to  cultivated  varieties  of 
Narcissus  (N.O.  Amaryllideae),  the  daffodil. 
Thomas  Johnson,  who  greatly  improved 
Gerard's  "Herbal"  in  the  edition  of  1633, 
described  twenty-four  kinds  of  "daffodils," 
and  favoured  the  now  accepted  derivation 
of  "narcissus"  from  the  Greek  narke, 
numbness.  "  Pliny  and  Plutarch  affirme  .  .  . 
that  their  narcoticke  quality  was  the  very 
cause  of  the  name  Narcissus,  that  is  a 
quality  causing  sleepiness  .  .  .  which  pro- 
perly belongeth  to  the  Narcisses,  whose 
smell  causeth  drowsiness."  A  decoction 
of  the  root  of  the  plant,  with  carminatives, 
was  then  regarded  as  a  useful  purgative, 
and  a  water  distilled  from  the  flowers  as  a 
cure  for  palsy.  As  we  glance  through  old 
herbals,  we  may  well  ask  whether  there  is 
any  known  plant  that  has  not  at  some  time 
or  other  been  pressed  into  the  service  of 
medicine. 

Primrose  and  Cowslip 

All  parts  of  the  primrose  plant  were 
drawn  upon  for  the  purposes  of  early 
English  medicine.  Gerard  records  that  a 
physician  succeeded  in  curing  a  "phrensy" 
by  employing  an  infusion  of  the  leaves  and 
flowers  with  adjuvants.  He  says  that  the 
juice  of  the  root,  sniffed  up  the  nostrils, 
"purgeth  the  braine,  and  qualifieth  the 
payne  of  the  megrim."  An  undated 
manuscript  (presumably  of  the  fourteenth 
century),  cited  in  the  C.  &  D.  nineteen 
years  ago,  recommended  that  a  "lef"  of 
the  plant  be  laid  under  the  tongue  of  a 
patient  who  had  lost  the  power  of  speech ; 
and  in  the  same  document  an  ointment 
made  from  the  whole  plant  and  other 
ingredients  was  described  as  useful  in 
"the  schakyng  of  hede  and  of  handes." 
The  cowslip  was  admitted  to  the  first 
London  Pharmacopoeia  as  Primula  veris 
(still  its  botanical  name),  with  the  syno- 
nyms Herba  Paralyseos  and  Verbasculum 
Odoratum.  It  remained  official  till  1746, 
and  was  a  constituent  of  different  varieties 
of  aqua  paralytica  and  of  syrupus  paraly- 
seos. Cowslip  conserve  and  cowslip  wine 
have  long  had  a  domestic  reputation,  and 
may  still  be  esteemed  in  places  where  such 
traditions  survive. ,  The  cowslip,  though 
familiar  enough,  appears  to  be  less  common 
in  fields  than  its  companion  the  primrose ; 
possibly  it  is  more  exacting  in  its  choice  of 
soil  and  situation.  Xroyser

The  forty-ninth  annual  meeting  of  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  was 
held  in  London  on  April  12,  the  president 
(Mr.  R.  Peck)  in  the  chair.  The  President 
moved  the  adoption  of  the  annual  report 
and  financial  statement,  which,  he  said, 
members  would  regard  as  a  most  satis- 
factory record.  The  adoption  of  the  report 
was  seconded  by  Mr.  S.  W.  Hague,  and 
carried  unanimously.  The  meeting  con- 
firmed amendments  to  rules  passed  by  the 
Council  at  meetings  in  October  1944  and 
April  1945.  Votes  of  thanks  to  the  secretary 
and  staff,  and  to  the  chairman,  concluded 
the  proceedings. 

Annual  Report 

The  following  items  are  taken  from  the 
annual  report  of  the  Association,  which 
was  adopted  on  the  president's  motion. 

Membership  of  the  three  sections  (manu- 
facturers', wholesale  and  retail)  shows  no 
appreciable  change.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  362  members  of  the  manufac- 
turers' section ;  the  wholesale  section 
remains  unchanged ;  in  the  retail  section 
membership  is  slightly  under  the  10,000 
mark.  Membership  of  the  section  being 
voluntary  and,  in  effect  (though  not  at 
present  by  rule),  restricted  to  chemists, 
the  figure  is  to  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 
For  assistance  in  collecting  the  majority 
of  retail  section  subscriptions,  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  is  thanked  by  the 
Council. 

During  the  year  the  Association's  limited 
outdoor  staff  has  paid  approximately  2,480 
investigation  and  inquiry  calls,  and  made 
940  test  purchases.  The  unsatisfactory 
position  in  regard  to  the  allowance  of 
dividend  on  P.A.T.A.  goods  by  various 
retail  co-operative  societies  referred  to  in 
last  year's  report  has  improved  to  a  certain 
extent,  but  is  still  a  legitimate  cause  for 
complaint  in  some  areas.  The  Council 
considers  that  the  1944-45  issue  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  Protected  List  and  Year  Book 
was  a  particularly  creditable  achievement, 
in  view  of  stricter  paper  control  and 
restrictions  on  advertising  space.  The 
format  of  the  year  book  was  improved, 
and  easier  reference  to  the  essential  price- 
list  section  made  possible.  The  book  was 
printed,  published  and  distributed  at  a 
slight  profit. 

A  committee  of  inquiry  appointed  by 
the  Association  to  give  a  report  on  future 
policy,  held  a  number  of  meetings,  under 
the  chairmanship  of  the  president,  heard 
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the  views  of  representatives  of  the  N.P 
Executive,  surveyed  the  whole  field  of  ■ 
Association's  policy  since  its  inception,  a 
submitted  its  report  to  the  Council.  Hav 
elicited  the  views  of  the  general  body 
manufacturer  members,  the  Council  forn 
lated  proposals  involving  certain  mo 
fications  in  P.A.T.A.  policy,  to  which 
three  sections  of  the  Council  subscrib 
The  proposals  have  since  been  accepted 
the  N.P.U.  Executive,  and  it  is  anticipai; 
that  steps  to  operate  them  will  be  tal 
during  the  year. 

The  Association's  finances  have  be 
maintained  at  a  satisfactory  level.  Me 
bership  subscriptions  total  ^9,316;  doij 
tions  from  manufacturers  and  retail 
amount  to  ^832 ;  receipts  from  year-bc  I 
advertisements,  at  ^874,  are  £106  in  exc 
of  the  cost  of  printing  and  circulating  1 
book.  Balance  of  income  over  expenditi 
stands  at  ^212. 

Meeting  of  Council 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Cour 
was  held  in  London  on  April  12,  the  p

January  meeting,  had  been  forwarded  1 
the  Executive  of  the  National  Pharni! 
ceutical  Union,  were  next  dealt  with 
the  president.  In  submitting  the  proposa 
the  Council  recalled  that,  at  its  meeti 
in  October  1943,  representations  from  t 
N.P.U.  Executive  about  P.A.T.A.  poli< 
mainly  in  relation  to  the  distribution  i 
medicinal  proprietary  articles,   had  be 
considered.   The  Council,  in  reply,  had  : 
out  the  guiding  principles  of  the  Assoc 
tion's  policy  as  a  price-maintenance  orge't 
isation,  and  had  intimated  that  it  would  i 
prepared  to  consider  any  practical  si 
gestions  the  N.P.U.  Executive .  desired 
convey.   At  the  next  meeting,  in  Janua 
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[  144,    suggestions    regarding    the  future 
institution  and  operation  of  the  P.A.T.A. 
3re  considered  which  had  been  put  for- 
a,rd  by  the  N.P.U.  An  outcome  was  the 
)pointment  of  a  Committee  of  Inquiry 
to   consider   the   future   policy   of  the 
A.T.A.  in  the  light  of  present  circum- 
ances."     This    committee,    under  the 
Lairmanship  of  the  president,  had  held  a 
imber  of  meetings,   during  which  the 
I  hole  field  of  policy  was  surveyed.  In  due 
[  urse  the  committee  submitted  its  report. 
I   le  committee   found  great  difficulty  in 
aching  agreement  on   a  policy  to  be 
commended  to  the  Council,  and  the  Coun- 
I  I,  in  turn,  having  elicited  the  views  of  the 
sneral  body  of  manufacturer  members, 
id  had  the  hard  task  of  finding  a  level  of 
jreement  acceptable  to  all  three  sections, 
tie  suggestions  put  forward  had  now  been 
nbodied  in  the  necessary  enforcing  reso- 
tions,  which  had  been  submitted  to  and 
^proved  by  the  ■  three  sections  of  the 
3uncil. 

The  President,  after  referring  to  the 
itient  and  co-operative  spirit  which  had 
limated  the  Council  in  dealing  with  this 
ifficult  problem,  and  its  realisation  of  the 
/erriding  necessity  of  preserving  unity 
nong  members  of  the  three  sections, 
cpressed  gratification  that  an  acceptable 
nderstanding  had  been  reached  with  their 
iends  of  the  N.P.U.  Executive.

Division  of  Protected  List. — In  accord- 
nce  with  powers  vested  in  them  under  Rule  35 
>f  the  Association's  rules,  the  Council  hereby 
esolve  that  the  Association's  protected  list  to 
>e  published  in  1946,  and  all  subsequent  issues 
>f  the  list,  shall  be  divided  into  two  or  more 
ections,  the  first  section  to  comprise  only 
>roprietary  articles  of  a  medicinal  or  surgical 
lature  intended  for  human  use. 

Medicinal  and  Surgical  Proprietary 
\rticles. — That  all  members  of  the  manufac- 
turers' section  of  the  Association  be  advised : 
a)  of  the  Council's  intention  to  include  all 
nedicinal    and    surgical    proprietary  articles 
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protected  by  the  P.A.T.A.  in  a  separate  section 
of  the  protected  list ;  (b)  of  the  Council's 
recommendation  that,  where  practicable,  the 
allowance  of  preferential  trade  terms  for 
products  included  in  the  medicinal  and  surgical 
section  of  the  list  shall  be  restricted  to  members 
of  the  retail  section  of  the  Association ;  (c)  that 
it  is  the  Council's  recommendation  that  manu- 
facturers of  medicinal  and  surgical  proprietary 
articles  included  in  the  protected  list  shall  do 
their  utmost  to  promote  the  sale  of  such 
articles  through  chemists,  and,  in  their  Press 
advertising  of  these  articles,  confine  reference 
to  retail  distributors  to  the  simple  statement, 
"Obtainable  from  all  chemists"  (or  words  to 
that  effect),  or  omit  altogether  all  reference  to 
retail  distribution. 

Wholesale  Distribution. — That  a  sub- 
committee be  appointed  to  examine  in  detail, 
and  in  particular  from  the  price-maintenance 
point  of  view,  the  subject  of  wholesale  distribu- 
tion of  proprietary  articles  included  in  the 
P.A.T.A.  List,  and  that,  in  the  meantime,  all 
•manufacturer  members  shall  be  reminded  of  the 
clause  in  their  membership  agreement  with  the 
Association  by  which  they  undertake  not  to 
open  new  wholesale  accounts  without  prior 
reference  to  the  P.A.T.A. 

The  president's  motion  was  seconded  by 
the  chairman  of  the  wholesale  section 
(Mr.  E.  J.  Smith),  and  supported  by  the 
chairmen  of  the  manufacturers'  and  retail 
sections  (Messrs.  H.  G.  Middleton  and 
E.  Skues)  and  by  other  members  of  the 
Council,  and  was  carried  unanimously. 
The  Council  then  appointed  the  following 
as  the  subcommittee  to  deal  with  the 
question  of  wholesale  distribution  referred 
to  in  the  final  resolution :  The  president, 
chairmen  of  the  three  sections,  and  Messrs. 
J.  D.  Bohn,  R.  G.  Dyas,  S.  W.  Hague, 
W.  S.  Howells,  P.  G.  Hunt,  and  Colonel 
S.  Watson. 

Post-war  Surplus  Proprietaries 

The  Council  received  reports  regarding 
arrangements  for  dealing  with  surplus 
stocks  of  medicinal  and  toilet  proprietaries 
held  by  Service  canteens  and  other  war- 
time organisations  in  the  post-war  period, 
and  were  satisfied  with  the  steps  so  far 
taken. 

A  report  on  discussions  on  the  subject 
on  price-maintenance  of  toilet  and  per- 
fumery preparations  was  received,  and  the 
matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  appro- 
priate subcommittee  for  further  investiga- 
tion and  report.  A  report  on  the  Associa- 
tion's price-maintenance  work  showed  that 
during  the  previous  quarter  320  calls  and 
inspections  had  been  carried  out.  In  eleven 
instances  only  had  there  been  evidence  of 
price-cutting  on  the  part  of  the  traders  at 
whose  shops  the  tests  were  made. 
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LONDON  TRADERS'  REPORT 


The  following  information  of  interest  to 
the  drug  trade  has  been  abstracted  from 
the  sixty- third  annual  report  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce : — ■ 

During  1944  the  Botanical  Drug  Im- 
porters' Section,  acting  on  behalf  of  the 
Ministry  of  Supply,  distributed  cascara  bark 
and  lobelia  herb  imported  under  Lend- 
Lease  arrangements  to  the  value  approx- 
imately of  ^45,400.  In  addition,  Russian 
liquorice  root,  buckthorn  bark  and  henbane 
leaves  to  the  value  approximately  of  ^24,200 
have  been  distributed.  In  consequence  of 
the  discontinuance  of  the  importation  of  a 
number  of  botanical  drugs  from  the  United 
States  under  Lend-Lease  arrangements, 
licences  have  been  granted  from  time  to 
time  during  the  year  on  the  Section's 
recommendations  to  qualified  importers  to 
import  limited  quantities  of  extract  of 
hamamelis,  hydrastis  root,  leptandra  root, 
lobelia  herb,  podophyllum  root,  slippery 
elm  bark  and  wild  cherry  bark.  Repre- 
sentations made  by  the  Section  to  the 
Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies  resulted  in 
the  resumption  of  the  importation  of 
aconite,  balsam  of  tolu,  black  haw  bark, 
cannabis  indica,  cascarilla  bark,  cocillana 
bark,  damiana  leaves,  gentian  root,  grin- 
delia,  gum  guaiacum,  senega  root  and 
wahoo  bark;  and,  at  the  request  of  the 
Director  of  Medical  Supplies,  the  Section 
at  various  times  submitted  recommenda- 
tions for  the  granting  of  licences  to  import 
a  further  twenty-two  botanical  drugs. 

Ipecacuanha  Importations 

The  Section's  scheme  for  the  distribution 
of  ipecacuanha  root  commenced  to  operate 
early  in  the  year,  but,  soon  after  allocations 
had  been  made  to  distributors,  the  Brazilian 
Government  suspended  the  issue  of  export 
licences.  After  discussions  between  that 
Government  and  the  British  Consul  at  Rio 
de  Janeiro,  arrangements  were  made  for 
60  per  cent,  of  the  quantities  contracted 
for  to  be  shipped.  Later,  however,  further 
supplies  became  available,  and  the  Section 
was  able  to  restore  the  reduction  of  40  per 
cent,  which  had  necessarily  been  made  in 
the  quotas  concerned  and  also  to  make 
allocations  to  a  further  number  of  dis- 
tributors. On  the  arrival  of  several  ship- 
ments of  Matto  Grosso  in  this  country, 
however,  it  was  found  on  test  that  the 
material  was  more  in  keeping  with  Minas. 
Importers  concerned  thereupon  agreed  to 
sell  the  material  at  the  Minas  price,  and  to 
meet  this  situation  the  necessary  amend- 


ments to  the  scheme  were  made  with 
approval  of  the  Director  of  Medical .  S 
plies.

Essential  Oil  Importers'  Section 

This  Section's  work  was  again  aim 
wholly  in  connexion  with  the  essential 
importation  and  distribution  scheme:

In  the  early  parti 
1944  there  was  delay  in  distribution,  c 
largely  to  these  complexities;  later  in 
year,  however,  distribution  was  speeded 
considerably  and  substantial  quantities 
a  number  of  oils  were  sent  out,  at  control 
prices,  which  it  is  fully  recognised  hi 
proved  a  great  benefit  to  users. 

Nevertheless,  the  Section  was  disturl 
at  the  absence  of  supplies  of  a  number 
oils  required  by  some  industries  which 
was  felt  could  be  obtained  if  the  Minis 
of  Food  was  prepared  to  modify 
policy.

tions. The  Section  was  also  able,  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  Ministry  of  Supply,  to 
ease  the  position,  under  the  Packaging 
Orders,  of  members  holding  stocks  of  con- 
tainers not  conforming  to  the  standard 
schedules;  and  recommendations  were 
made  to  the  British  Standards  Institution 
for  the  first  stage  of  the  revision  and  re- 
laxation of  the  schedules.  Chairman,  Mr.

Dentifrice  Manufacturers'  Section 

The  Section's  main  concern  was  to  main- 
tain stability  in  the  distribution  of  denti- 
frices of  all  kinds,  adequate  supplies  of 
which  were  regarded  by  the  Government  as 
a  national  necessity.  Arrangements  are  in 
operation,  by  voluntary  agreements  among 
members,  to  regulate  supplies  and  adver- 
tising with  this  object.  The  Section  con- 
tinued, by  arrangement  with  the  Ministry 
of  Supply,  to  undertake  the  quarterly  ap- 
pointment among  memoers  of  a  bulk  allot- 
ment of  tin  and  lead  for  the  manufacture 
of  tooth-paste  tubes.  It  again  acted  as  a 
supervisory  body,  under  the  Ministry  of 
Food,  in  the  distribution  of  essential  oils 
among  members,  and  also  co-operated  with 
the  Board  of  Trade  in  the  allotment  of 
export  quotas  for  unfilled  tubes,  with  the 
U.K.  Glycerin  Producers'  Association  in 
the  distribution  of  glycerin  for  dentifrice, 
and  with  the  Petroleum  Board  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  technical  white  oil  and  petro- 
leum jelly. 

With  a  view  to  the  utmost  economy  in 
metal,  the  Section  has,  since  1942,  con- 
ducted a  campaign  for  the  recovery  from 
the  public  of  used  metal  collapsible  tubes 
of  all  kinds.  In  1944  the  amount  recovered 
brought  the  total  proceeds,  which  are 
handed  to  the  Red  Cross,  to  over  ^10,000, 
representing  the  salvage  of  many  tons  of 
valuable  tin  and  lead.  In  the  autumn  the 
Section  received  a  letter  from  Dr.  R.  S. 
Edwards,  writing  as  one  of  the  business 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  Industrial 
and  Export  Council,  inviting  the  Section's 
views  on  the  export  position;  in  its 
reply  the  Committee  emphasised  the  main 
problems  of  the  industry,  notably  the 
shortage  of  essential  oils  and  other  materials, 
and  packing  requirements,  especially  paper 
and  board,  and  the  need  for  replacing  worn- 
out  plant.  Recommendations  were  sub- 
mitted by  the  Section  to  the  British  Stand- 
ards Institution  for  the  revision  and  relaxa- 
tion of  the  packaging  schedules  under  the 
Containers  Order.  Chairman,  Mr.  H.  G.

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GLASGOW  BRANCH  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Glasgow  and 
South-western  Scottish  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  in  Glas- 
gow on  April  n,  Mr.  Andrew  Officer 
(chairman  of  the  Branch)  welcoming  a 
large  attendance,  which  included  Mr.  G.  T.

Dealing  with  the  annual  report  and 
balance  sheet,  he  said  membership  was  now 
1,243,  a  decrease  of  twenty-seven.  A 
refresher  course,  conducted  in  the  Royal 
Technical  College  by  Professor  Todd,  had 
been  attended  by  150  of  their  members,  a 
most  satisfactory  result,  and  the  work  of 
Professor  Todd  in  this  connexion  was 
greatly  appreciated.

This  is  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the 
ritish  Plastics  Federation.  Our  immediate 
ist-chairman  (Major  Stanley  Mohr)  first 
ivisaged,  then  instigated,  and  finally 
spired  the  work  of  the  council  subcom- 
ittee  which  produced  the  memorandum 
id  revised  articles  of  association  of  the  re- 
mstituted  Federation.  The  reconstituted 
ederation  is  fundamentally  democratic, 
ach  group  elects  its  own  management 
)mmittee  and  appoints  its  own  chairman, 
id  these,  with  certain  other  democratically 
ected  members,  constitute  the  council, 
hich  is  the  governing  body. 
The  plastics  industry  is  eagerly  awaiting 
Government  lead  on  export  policy,  We 
ope  that  when  we  appeal  for  the  retention 
f  labour,  and  the  re-engagement  of  people 
articularly  well  equipped  to  help  our 
xport  efforts,  such  as  draughtsmen  and 
esigners,  our  appeals  will  not  fall  on  deaf 
ars.  We  hope  also  that  priority  of  machin- 
ry  will  be  granted  the  industry  because, 


without  proper  tools,  even  the  best  British 
workman  is  helpless. 

Membership  of  the  Federation  increased 
during  the  year  from  220  to  250.  Through 
the  medium  of  the  groups  we  are  now  work- 
ing out  schemes  for  the  collection  of  statis- 
tics of  the  industry,  so  that,  in  addition  to 
providing  information  for  the  benefit  of 
members,  we  shal]  be  able  to  give  much- 
needed  information  to  Government  depart- 
ments, as  and  when  it  may  be  required, 
for  the  good  of  the  nation  and  of  the 
industry.  No  less  than  fifty  committees  are 
in  active  session.  With  regard  to  welfare 
in  the  industry  (guarding  of  presses,  design 
of  model-moulding  shops)  we  have  had  the 
advice  of  the  Factories  Department  of  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  of  the  Trade 
Unions.  We  are  co-operating  with  the 
British  Standards  Institution  in  the  prep- 
aration of  new  standards  for  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  industry,  and  the  Federa- 
tion has  assisted  the  Institution  by  appoint- 
ing a  representative  to  each  of  a  number  of 
technical  committees  where  matters  affect- 
ing our  products  are  concerned.  This  leads 
me  to  refer  to  th6  "hall-mark"  scheme 
which,  after  careful  consideration  extending 
over  several  years,  has  now  been  brought 
into  being.  The  hall-marks  of  the  Gold- 
smiths' and  Silversmiths'  Companies  are 
too  well-known  and  honoured  throughout 
the  world  to  need  comment,  and  though  we 
are  comparatively  a  young  industry  we 
have  thought  it  right  to  seek  means  whereby 
we  can  give  a  similar  guarantee  to  the 
consumer,  though  to  accomplish  this  is  a 
complicated ^task.  With  the  assistance  of 
the  British  *  Standards  Institution,  which 
acts  as  the  independent  adjudicator, 
licences  have  been  granted  to  a  number  of 
powder  manufacturers,  who  may  apply  a 
mark  registered  with  the  Board  of  Trade.

The  Joint  Committee's 
Memorandum 

m  give  in  full  in  this  issue  the  text  of  a 
emorandum  which  has  been  submitted 
y  the  Joint  Committee  on  a  National 
harmaceutical  Service  to  the  Ministry  of 
health  and  Department  of  Health  for 
;otland.  This  is  a  well-reasoned  and  ably- 
resented  document  which  sets  out  simply 
pd  precisely  the  Committee's  views  on  the 
rinciples  that  should  govern  the  setting-up 
f  a  pharmaceutical  service  under  a  national 
ealth  plan. 

Realising  that,  without  some  knowledge 
f  the  dissimilar  developments  of  pharmacy 
l  this  country  and  on  the  Continent  of 
Europe,  it  is  impossible  to  appreciate  the 
laim  of  pharmacists  to  fulfil  a  major 
unction  in  the  health  services,  the  Com- 
nittee  has  first  given,  in  an  introduction  to 
he  Memorandum,  a  brief  sketch  of  the 
)ackground  of  pharmacy  in  Britain.  This  is 
»ut  forward  both  to  explain  the  insufficient 
ecognition  that  has  been  granted  to  phar- 
nacists  in  the  past,  and  to  demonstrate 
:he  need  for  a  new  approach  to  the  subject. 
\fter  touching  on  the  responsibility  for 
:ontrol  of  patent  medicines  that  will 
devolve  upon  the  sponsors  of  a  compre- 


hensive health  service,  the  Memorandum 
describes  organisations  catering  for  the 
professional  and  business  interests  of  those 
with  pharmaceutical  qualifications  (Phar- 
maceutical Society,  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union  and  Pharmaceutical  Standing 
Committee  for  Scotland). 

Effects  of  Extended  Service 

The  place  of  pharmacy  in  future  health 
service  is  discussed  under  the  heads  of 
domiciliary,  hospital  and  clinic  treatments, 
with  a  passing  reference  to  pharmacy  in  the 
Armed  Forces  and  in  Civil  Service  and  other 
public  departments.  Stress  is  laid  oh  the 
effect  of  extending  the  State  supply  of 
medical  and  surgical  requirements  upon 
private  dispensing  and  upon  the  sale  of 
medicinal  and  surgical  goods  generally, 
and  four  cardinal  principles  are  laid  down, 
namely : — 

(1)  That  the  patient  should  have  free  choice 
of  pharmacist. 

(2)  That  no  pharmaceutical  facilities  should 
be  provided  in  institutions  except  for  in- 
patients. 

(3)  That  pharmacists  should  be  repre- 
sented on  planning  and  controlling  bodies. 

(4)  That  remuneration  should  be  adequate 
to  make  the  service  self-supporting. 

The  Committee  makes  the  reservation 
that  the  Memorandum  has  still  to  be 
considered  by  branches  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union,  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee  (Scotland),  and  by 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  throughout  the 
country.  Consideration  has  already  been 
given  to  it  by  a  conference  at  which  there 
were  present  not  only  members  of  the 
Joint  Committee,  but  also  representatives 
of  the  public  pharmacists,  company  chem- 
mists,  Drug  Trade  Council,  organised  em- 
ployee pharmacists,  and  Scottish  Pharma- 
ceutical Federation. 

Company  Chemists'  Protest 

A  covering  statement  that  was  issued  by 
the  Committee  implies,  although  it  does  not 
specifically  state,  that  the  assent  of  all 
sections  has  been  secured,  except  from  the 
company  chemists,  who  put  forward  a 
resolution  of  protest,  first  against  their 
exclusion  from  representation  on  the  Joint 
Committee ;  secondly  against  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  interests  of  the  providers 
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of  a  national  pharmaceutical  service  rest 
only  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Na- 
tional Pharmaceutical  Union  and  Pharma- 
ceutical Standing  Committee  (Scotland)  ; 
and  thirdly  against  what  they  describe  as 
"an  ill-founded  and  irrelevant  attack  on 
the  statutory  rights  of  corporate  bodies 
in  the  Memorandum  and  Appendix."  In 
these  columns  we  have  consistently  advo- 
cated that  all  sections  of  the  craft  should 
be  represented  on  the  Joint  Committee, 
but  in  view  of  the  strong  language  used  by 
the  company  chemists  in  their  resolution, 
it  is  important  to  examine  whether  there 
is,  either  in  the  Memorandum  or  its  Ap- 
pendix, any  justification  for  going  to  the 
length,  as  they  threaten  to  do,  of  putting- 
forward  a  separate  Memorandum  to  the 
Government.  The  Appendix,  which  is 
mainly  an  analysis  of  criticisms  that  have 
been,  or  can  be,  levelled  at  the  existing 
system  of  National  Health  Insurance, 
contains  the  following  paragraph  : — 

The  service  has  not  been  a.  personal  one. 
There  is  no  distinction  between  pharmacists 
and  contractors  in  the  arrangements  for 
participation  in  the  scheme,  yet  the  service 
is  essentially  personal  and  such  as  should 
be  given  by  pharmacists  with  full  authority. 
It  is  unsatisfactory  that  pharmacists  in  the 
employment  of  a  contractor  should  not  be 
in  direct  contact  with  the  authorities  and  be 
responsible  to  them  for  the  work.  This  means 
that  the  service  should  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  pharmacist  in  personal  control  at  each 
pharmacy  irrespective  of  the  nature  of  the 
ownership  of  the  business. 

Our  readers  must  judge  whether  this  is 
capable  of  being  construed  as  "an  ill- 
founded  and  irrelevant  attack  on  the 
statutory  rights  of  corporate  bodies." 

Branches  should  lose  no  time  in  express- 
ing support  for  the  Memorandum  or  making 
known  their  disagreement  on  any  detail,  so 
that  the  Committee  may  approach  the  next 
step  confidently  and  resolutely. 

Reconciliation 

The  forty-ninth  annual  report  of  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  ex- 
tracts from  which  are  given  on  p.  422, 
reveals  that  a  long-standing  breach,  or  at 
least  a  potential  breach,  between  the 
Association  and  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union,  is  in  .process  of  being  closed 
by  mutual  agreement.    Signs  of  estrange- 


ment began  to  appear  when  chemists,  w 
gave  birth  to  the  P.A.T.A.,  found  that 
virtues  and  benefits  were  tending 
encourage  the  expansion  of  the  proprietcj 
medicines  trade  in  non-pharmaceuti  I 
channels.  Representations  were  made 
the  P.A.T.A.  on  the  subject,  and  the  N.P. 
was  asked  to  formulate  specific  propose; 
Meantime  a  few  pharmacists  in  varic 
parts  went  to  the  length  of  withhold] 
their  P.A.T.A.  membership  subscripts 
which,  by  arrangement,  was  norma 
collected  by  the  N.P.U.  concurrently  w: 
its  own  membership  dues.  The  P.A.T.. 
as  is  well  known,  consists  of  three  sectioi 
retail,  wholesale,  and  manufacturing.  It 
not  to  be  supposed  that  the  retail  sectic 
overwhelmingly  pharmaceutical,  would  i 
otherwise  than  concur  in  and  promt 
the  N.P.U.  proposals;  but  the  manuf; 
turers'  section  was  a  tougher  nut  to  cra< 
and  the  negotiations  became  protrach 
with  little  intimation  to  the  outside  wo: 
of  the  progress  they  were  making.  Forti 
ately,  behind  the  scenes,  matters  w< 
going  forward. 

New  Rules  Approved

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Service  to  Industry

ooking  Ahead 

The  Perfumery  and  Toilet  Preparations 
[anufacturers'  Section  has  played  an 
nportant  part  in  the  administration  of 
ar-time  control  of  manufacture.  The 
ection  is  concerned  with  activities  directed 
awards  the  rehabilitation  of  the  industry, 
nd  indeed  a  start  has  already  been  made 
1  this  direction  with  the  re-establishment 
f  firms  closed  under  concentration  schemes, 
tie  object  being  to  increase  the  industry's 


capacity  for  re-export.  It  is  generally 
realised,  of  course,  that  perfumery  and 
toilet  preparations  form  an  ideal  class  of 
product  for  the  export  trade.  The  reputa- 
tion of  British  manufacturers  has  never 
been  higher,  supplies  are  not  difficult  to 
ship,  and  the  industry  offers  opportunities 
for  post-war  employment  of  a  congenial 
nature.  It  is  in  the  national  interest, 
therefore,  that  this  industry  should  be 
completely  equipped  and  ready  for  the 
export  drive,  and  it  will  not  be  the  fault  of 
the  Section  if  this  objective  is  not  achieved. 

While  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce 
is  to  be  commended  for  the  service  it  is 
rendering  to  industry  in  time  of  war,  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  in  the  not-too-distant 
future  the  work  of  the  various  sections 
exercising  control  will  become  largely 
unnecessary.  The  wide  experience  gained 
by  the  Chamber  during  the  war  will  be 
invaluable  in  the  transition  period  from 
war  to  peace,  when  the  gradual  process  of 
decontrol  will  require  the  greatest  vigilance. 

P.A.C.  Dispensing  at 
N.P.U.  Rates 

Bath  chemists  have  won  a  partial  victory 
in  a  stand  for  adequate  remuneration.  Two 
years  ago  they  were  approached  by  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee  to  take  on 
dispensing  previously  done  by  doctors 
under  a  scheme  of  medical  aid  for  persons 
under  that  committee.  Negotiations  went 
forward  to  a  certain  point  but  broke  down 
on  the  question  of  what  rates  should  be 
paid.  The  local  pharmacists  asked  for 
drugs  at  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
list  rates  and  dispensing  at  N.P.U.  scales, 
while  the  committee  considered  National 
Health  Insurance  fees  adequate.  In  the 
meantime  a  local  doctor  was  found  who 
was  prepared  to  take  on  the  dispensing, 
but  today,  for  a  reason  not  known,  his 
services  are  not  available,  and  nobody 
can  be  found  to  take  his  place.  The  Com- 
mittee has  therefore  agreed  to  place  the 
dispensing  with  pharmacists  at  the  rates 
of  payment  asked,  patients  being  allowed 
freedom  of  choice  of  chemist.  Only  part 
of  the  city  is,  however,  affected — that  in 
which  no  doctor  can  be  found  to  take  on 
the  P.A.C.  dispensing.  In  the  remainder, 
the  previous  arrangements  stand.

The  following  memorandum  by  the  Joint 
Committee  has  been  sent  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  Department  of  Health  for 
Scotland,  subject  to  the  understanding  that 
it  has  not  yet  been  considered  by  branches 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  or  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union,  or  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Standing  Committee  (Scotland) 
or  Pharmaceutical  Committees.  The  Joint 
Committee  has  asked  for  authority  to 
submit  to  those  bodies  the  modifications 
which  the  Government  contemplate  making 
in  the  proposals  contained  in  the  White 
Paper  on  a  National  Health  Service.  It 
will  then  be  able  to  obtain  the  opinion  of 
those  bodies  upon  the  application  of  the 
new  proposals  to  the  pharmaceutical  service 
and  to  invite  their  approval  to  a  series  of 
specific  proposals  for  that  service.  The 
Memorandum  has  been  submitted  to  other 
organisations,  for  their  information  and 
views,  and  was  discussed  at  a  conference 
on  April  n,  at  which  were  represented  the 
Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists ;  Company 
Chemists'  Association ;  Drug  Trade  Council ; 
Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Employees ; 
National  Union  of  Distributive  and  Allied 
Workers ;  Association  of  Scientific  Workers ; 
National  Pharmaceutical  Employees'  Union  ; 
and  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation. 

Company  Chemists'  Dissent 

The  Company  Chemists'  Association 
presented  the  following  resolution  to  that

he   pharmacist    as    he    exists  today 
eloped  to  meet  the  situation  caused  by 
incursion   of   the  eighteenth-century 
thecary  into  the  medical  field  and  filled 
gap  resulting  from  the  latter 's  growing 
occupation  with  medicine.   The  emerg- 
e  of  the  pharmacist  as  the  successor  to 
[apothecary  was  marked  by  the  founda- 
l  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
tain  in  1841.    Since  then,  by  a  series  of 
slative   measures   concerned  primarily 
jh  the  control  of  poisons,  the  professional 
thinery  of  pharmacy  has  been  estab- 
[ed    (i.e.    self-government,  education, 
.mination,  registration  and  discipline), 
:  so  far  the  recognition  of  pharmacy  as  a 
:inct  calling  with  professional  status  has 
ed  to  find  adequate  expression  in  the 
)lic  services.   The  position  of  pharmacy 
these  services  for  the  most  part  still 
ms  to  be  determined  by  considerations 
ived  from  the  above-described  develop- 
nt  of   the   apothecary.     Pharmacy  is 
arded  as  something  of  secondary  import- 
;e  and  as  a  sphere  in  which  the  medical 
ictitioner  can  carry  out  himself,  or  be 
iponsible  for,  all  that  is  required.  Hence 
er  a  wide  field  of  public  and  semi-public 
armaceutical   activity   the    services  of 
armacists  are  not  regarded  as  essential 
d  even  when  pharmacists  are  required 
the   public    services   their  treatment 
pears  in  most  cases  to  a  greater  or  lesser 
gree  to  be  conditioned  by  this  conception 
pharmacy.    This  conception,  together 
th  the  theory  of  unrestricted  trade  in 
»n-poisonous  drugs  and  medical  prepara- 
ms,  has  influenced  the  official  attitude 
wards  the  practice  of  pharmacy  generally. 


The  result  is  that  in  Great  Britain  phar- 
macists have  not  enjoyed  the  degree  of 
recognition  accorded  to  pharmacists  in 
other  countries,  the  public  have  not  obtained 
the  protection  and  services  which  such 
recognition  would  have  given  them,  and  the 
practice  of  pharmacy  in  shops  has  been 
subjected  to  commercial  pressure  which 
has  handicapped  its  development  and 
seriously  affected  the  conditions  under 
which  it  is  carried  on. 

The  proposed  National  Health  Service 
provides  an  opportunity  of  putting  phar- 
macy in  its  rightful  position  in  the  health 
service  of  the  country.  There  is  need  for  a 
fundamentally  new  approach  to  the  phar- 
maceutical service  concerned  not  only  with 
every  aspect  of  the  provision  of  medicines 
and  allied  requirements  and  the  full 
utilisation  of  the  knowledge  and  skill  of 
pharmacists  under  the  service,  but  also 
with  aspects  external  to  the  service,  such 
as  self-medication  and  proprietary-medicine 
advertising.  With  the  responsibility  ac- 
cepted by  the  Government  for  providing 
medical  attention  for  the  whole  of  the 
population  goes  the  responsibility  for 
ensuring  not  only  that  the  medicines 
required  are  supplied  under  satisfactory 
conditions,  but  that  practices  relating  to 
the  sale  of  drugs  and  medicines  which  are 
likely  to  prejudice  the  success  of  the  health 
services  are  curtailed. 

Pharmacy  and  its  Professional  Organisations 

Pharmacy  is  concerned  with  the  sources, 
properties,  production,  standardisation, 
uses  and  supply  of  natural  and  synthetic 
substances  and  preparations  used  for  the 
prevention  and  treatment  of  disease.  It 
mvolves  a  knowledge  of  the  pure  sciences, 
chemistry,  physics,  biology  and  physiology, 
and  of  the  applied  sciences,  pharmacognosy, 
pharmaceutical  chemistry  and  pharma- 
ceutics. It  further  involves  a  knowledge  of 
the  legal  requirements  affecting  transactions 
in  medicine. 

Pharmacists  are  persons  whose  names 
appear  in  the  statutory  Register  of  Chemists 
and  Druggists  or  in  the  statutory  Register 
of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists,  or  in  both. 
In  order  to  become  a  chemist  and  druggist 
it  is  necessary  to  pass  an  examination  in 
general  knowledge  of  university  matricula- 
tion standard  and  then  to  undergo  a  course 
of  training  of  at  least  four  years — two  years 
at  a  school  of  pharmacy  and  two  years  (in 
practice  often  three  and  sometimes  four)  in 
a  private  pharmacy,  a  hospital  pharmacy, 
or  a  manufacturing  pharmaceutical  labora- 
tory.    An    intermediate    examination  in 
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chemistry,  physics  and  biology,  and  a 
final  examination  in  pharmacognosy,  phar- 
maceutical chemistry,  pharmaceutics,  phy- 
siology and  forensic  pharmacy  must  be 
passed,  each  being  of  both  a  theoretical  and 
a  practical  nature.  The  age  of  twenty-one 
years  must  also  have  been  attained. 
The  same  requirements  must  be  fulfilled  in 
order  to  become  a  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
with  the  difference  that  the  course  at  a 
school  of  pharmacy  is  extended  to  three 
years  and  a  more  advanced  final  examina- 
tion is  necessary.  The  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Pharmacy  or  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
pharmacy  is  granted  at  five  universities, 
Glasgow,  Leeds,  London,  Manchester  and 
Wales,  and  a  holder  of  one  of  these  degrees 
is  exempt  from  the  academic  training  and 
the  examination  requirements,  except  in 
pharmacy  law,  for  registration  as  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist. 

In  addition  to  requiring  of  its  practi- 
tioners compliance  with  the  foregoing 
education  conditions,  the  nature  of  phar- 
maceutical work  is  such  as  to  require  in 
the  public  interest  the  maintenance  of  the 
professional  integrity  of  those  who  practise 
it.  Hence  pharmacists  are  subjected  to 
disciplinary  control  and  the  name  of  a 
pharmacist  may  be  removed  from  the 
Register  by  the  Statutory  Committee  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  misconduct. 

Degree  of  Self-government 

Subject  to  the  approval  of  by-laws  and 
regulations  by  the  Privy  Council,  the 
standard  of  education,  examination  and 
professional  conduct  of  pharmacists  is  the 
responsibility  of  pharmacists  themselves 
through  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
of  Great  Britain,  the  organisation  of  which 
every  pharmacist  is  a  member  by  virtue 
of  being  registered.  This  Society  has  the 
statutory  duty  of  controlling  the  phar- 
maceutical curriculum,  the  conditions  under 
which  training  is  received,  and  the  conduct 
of  the  examinations  to  be  passed.  It  is 
also  the  registering  and  disciplinary  author- 
ity. In  addition,  the  Society  is  charged  with 
the  duty  of  securing  the  observance  of  the 
law  relating  to  pharmacy,  and  is  required 
to  have  for  this  purpose  inspectors  who  must 
be  pharmacists  and  who  have  powers  of 
investigation.  Pharmacists  have  by  law 
the  exclusive  right  to  the  use  of  certain 
titles,  such  as  "pharmacist,"  "chemist  and 
druggist "  ;  to  the  dispensing  and  supply 
of  medicinal  substances  consisting  of,  or 
containing,  poisons  under  conditions  of 
sale  to  the  public ;  and  to  the  dispensing  of 
medicines    under    the    National  Health 


Insurance  scheme  except  under  certai 
special  conditions. 

There  are  25,000  pharmacists,  1,700  c 
whom  are  pharmaceutical  chemists.  Eac 
pharmacy  where  private  practice  is  carrie 
on — there  were  more  than  15,000  in  th 
last  pre-war  year — must  be  registered  an 
is  in  charge  of  a  pharmacist.  Many  pha:| 
macies  normally  employ  more  than  on! 
pharmacist.  The  services  of  pharmacisl 
are  also  widely  utilised  by  public  and  sem1 
public  authorities  to  advise  upon,  organij 
and  carry  out  the  preparation  and  supply  ( 
medicines  in  hospitals  and  in  connexion  wit 
the  various  public  health  services.  Th! 
majority  of  hospitals,  municipal  an 
voluntary,  employ  pharmacists.  All  pha: 
maceutical  manufacturing  houses  of  stanc1 
ing  employ  pharmacists. 

Among  the  specific  duties  of  pharmacisl!. 
are  the  following  : —

(e)  To  investigate  problems  arising  in  tllfi 
use  of  medical  supplies. 

(/)  To  assist  medical  practitioners  in  til 
development  of  new  methods  of  treatment,  if 

(g)  To  promote  economy  in  the  use  <I 
medical  supplies  by  advising  upon  alternativ 
substances  and  preparations  and  the 
relative  cost,  by  reducing  to  a  minimu: 
dependence  upon  external  sources  of  supp' 
and  by  ensuring  that  supplies  are  in  optimu:1 
quantities  and  stored  under  satisfactor 
conditions. 

(h)  To  assist  in  efficient  prescribing  t 
advising  upon  the  nature  and  properties  i 
substances  used  in  medicine  and  upon  tl 
selection  of  the  most  suitable  substances  afi

To  assist  them  in  dealing  with  the  prol 
lems  of  their  calling  and  to  keep  abreast  < 
advances  in  pharmaceutical  knowledgi 
pharmacists  have  at  their  disposal  tt 
resources  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
which 'promotes  research  and  post-graduai 
courses  and  lectures ;  grants  scholarship 
and  prizes ;  holds  an  annual  conference  fc 
the  reading  and  discussion  of  research 
papers ;  possesses  a  library  of  20,00 
volumes,  the  most  extensive  of  its  kind  i  f 
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e  country,  and  a  museum  containing  a

harmacopceia."    The  Society  maintains 
te  College  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
hich  is  a  school  of  the  University  of 
ondon.   The  College  conducts  courses  for 
le  Society's  qualifying  examinations  and 
r  the  degree ,  of  Bachelor  of  Pharmacy 
id  higher  degrees  of  the  University  of 
ondon.    Research  work  is  undertaken  in 
harmaceutics,    pharmacognosy,  pharma- 
jutical  chemistry,  physiology,  pharmaco- 
>gy,    biochemistry    and    nutrition.  In 
ssociation  with  research  in  pharmacology 
rid  nutrition  the  College  also  carries  out 
)r  manufacturers  the  testing  of  drugs  and 
itamin-containing  food  products  by  bio- 
>gical  methods.   The  Society  is  the  recog- 
ised  pharmaceutical  authority.   Its  know- 
:dge    and    experience    is    available  and 
reely  given  to  all  who  desire  it  in  the 
ublic  interest.    Its  representatives  serve 
n  numerous  committees  and  it  is  consulted 
y   Government   departments,  dominion, 
blonial  and  foreign  governments,  public 
uthorities,  st  ientific  and  learned  societies, 
esearch  establishments,  etc. 
The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  was 
romoted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
920  to  relieve  the  Society  of  certain  func- 
ions  relating  to  the  business  side  of  phar- 
iacy,  thus  enabling  the  Society  the  better 
o  devote  itself  to  the  advancement  of 
)harmacy  and  the  professional  interests  of 
)harmacists  and  to  its  administrative  duties 
mder  the  Pharmacy  Acts.    Its  member- 
hip  is  voluntary  and  limited  to  pharmacists 
n  England  and  Wales.    More  than  93  per 
:ent.  of  those  eligible  to  join  are  members. 
The  Union  is  regarded  as  the  representative 
Dody  in  connexion  with  business  matters  in 
Dharmacy,  and  as  such  is  consulted  by 
Government  departments  and  other  organ- 
isations.  It  is  also  the  representative  body 
for  National  Health  Insurance  purposes  of 
pharmacists  in  England  and  Wales,  having 
(taken  over  this  duty  on  its  foundation  at 
ithe  request  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
from  the  Standing  Committee  on  N.H.I, 
for  England  and  Wales  which  was  disbanded. 
.  The  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 
(Scotland)  is  the  representative  body  in 
Scotland  for  N.H.I,  purposes.  The  Scottish 
Pharmaceutical   Federation   was  founded 
about  the  same  time  to  carry  out  functions 


corresponding  to  those  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  so  far  as  the  business 
side  of  pharmacy  in  Scotland  was  concerned, 
but  the  responsibility  for  National  Health 
Insurance  affairs  remained  with  the  Stand- 
ing Committee. 

The  scientific  knowledge  and  training  of 
pharmacists  can  be  applied  in  other  direc- 
tions than  the  purely  pharmaceutical  and, 
where  conditions  admit,  this  fact  can  be 
utilised  with  advantage.  Opportunities  for 
such  application  will  undoubtedly  occur 
under  the  new  health  service.  Develop- 
ments in  the  subjects  on  which  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  is  based  are  continually  widen- 
ing its  sphere  of  interest  and  calling  for 
more  extensive  knowledge.  Educational 
and  examination  standards  have  progres- 
sively increased,  and  further  substantial 
advances  are  awaiting  the  period  of  recon- 
struction. 

The  creation  of  a  national  health  service, 
implying  Government  responsibility  for  the 
nation's  health,  imposes  the  duty  on  the 
Government  to  ensure  that  educational  and 
research  activities  necessary  for  that  service 
are  not  handicapped  by  lack  of  funds. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that 
pharmacy  is  a  distinct  calling  of  a  pro- 
fessional character  with  its  own  sphere  of 
operation,  its  own  corpus  of  knowledge  and 
its  own  standards  of  practice,  requiring  for 
its  efficient  exercise  not  only  the  possession 
of  general  and  specialised  scientific  and 
technical  knowledge  but  also  judgment 
imagination,  and  the  spirit  of  inquiry  and 
service  to  the  community.  It  is  a  calling 
which  can  be  exercised  only  by  persons 
who  are  pharmacists,  and  as  a  corollary  of 
this  its  practice  can  be  controlled  only  by 
persons  who  are  pharmacists.  Their  services 
are  required  in  a  practical,  supervisory,  ad- 
ministrative, or  consultative  capacity  wher- 
ever pharmaceutical  activities  are  carried 
on  or  pharmaceutical  questions  arise. 

Scope  of  Pharmacy  in  a  National  Service 

Reference  to  pharmacy  in  the  White 
Paper  is  limited  to  the  supply  of  medicines 
for  domiciliary  treatment,  and  for  that 
purpose  assumes  that  the  arrangements 
operating  under  the  present  N.H.I,  system 
are  adequate  though  improvements  may 
be  made  in  detail  and  the  arrangements 
for  the  supply  of  medicines  for  persons 
attending  health  centres  will  need  con- 
sideration. 

Pharmaceutical  requirements  under  a 
national  health  service  will  cover  not  only 
domiciliary  treatment  but  hospital  and 
local  authority  clinic  services.     A  further 
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group  of  services  should  be  mentioned, 
namely  the  medical  services  of  the  Armed 
Forces  and  Government  and  other  public 
departments  and  establishments,  which, 
though  outside  the  national  health  service 
as  contemplated  in  the  White  Paper,  should 
be  assimilated  to  it  pharmaceutically. 
Apart  from  those  of  the  N.H.I,  service, 
the  way  in  which  these  pharmaceutical 
requirements  are  .met  at  the  present  time 
is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  controlling 
authorities,  there  being  no  legal  require- 
ments, for  example,  regarding  personnel. 
There  is  no  common  practice,  and  although 
many  and  an  increasing  number  of  hospitals 
employ  pharmacists  the  position  as  a  whole 
is  unsatisfactory,  and  there  is  a  far  from 
adequate  appreciation  of  the  importance  of 
pharmaceutical  work.  This  applies  to  a 
greater  or  lesser  degree  in  regard  to  the 
other  two  groups  of  services,  and  in  the 
institution  of  a  national  health  service  this 
state  of  affairs  should"  be  remedied.  The 
pharmaceutical  arrangements  under  a 
national  health  service  should  therefore 
make  definite  provision  for  the  needs  of 
the  following  branches  of  the  service : — 
Domiciliary  Hospital 
Health  Centre  Clinic 

Pharmaceutical  Administration 

Since  the  field  covered  by  the  national 
health  service  will  include  the  various 
branches  mentioned  above  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  pharmaceutical  arrangements 
represent  a  far-reaching  and  important 
aspect  of  the  service  presenting  many 
problems  and  requiring  special  provision 
throughout  the  administrative  structure, 
in  addition  to  representation  on  the  Central 
and  Local  Health  Services  Councils  as 
visualised  by  the  White  Paper.  This  should 
be  based  on  the  following  principles : — 

(i)  Wherever  pharmaceutical  questions 
are  involved,  both  in  planning  and  in  admini- 
stration, the  scheme  should  provide  for 
effective  pharmaceutical  advice  and  direc- 
tion being  available. 

(ii)  The  experience  of  pharmaceutical 
administration  gained  during  the  thirty 
years'  working  of  the  National  Insurance 
Acts  should  be  utilised  in  the  new  service. 

With  this  in  view  the  following  comments 
are  made  upon  the  organisational  structure 
as  set  out  in  the  White  Paper :  Pharma- 
ceutical problems  will  arise  at  various  levels, 
at  each  of  which  there  will  need  to  be  facili- 
ties for  pharmaceutical  participation  in 
planning  and  administration.  Centrally 
there  should  be  a  body  which  will  advise  the 
Minister  on  the  development  of  the  phar- 


maceutical service  and  on  the  conditio! 
of  the  contract  under  which  it  will  be  pi 
vided.  "This  body  will  need  to  have  i 
effective  voice  in  the  administration, 
will  depend  upon  the  constitution  ai 
functions  ultimately  allotted  to  the  Cent] 
Health  Services  Council  whether  there  c; 
be  a  permanent  Pharmaceutical  Committj 
linked  with  that  body,  or  whether  it  will 
necessary  to  create  a  body  analogous  to  t 
Central  Medical  Board.  At  the  level  of  t  I 
Area  Authorities  pharmaceutical  advi 
should  be  available  either  by  means  of  ; 
area  committee  or  through  pharmaceutic 
representation  on  the  Area  Authority  itse 
There  is  considerable  variation  in  tl 
standards  of  pharmaceutical  departmen 
in  different  hospitals  in  the  same  area  ai 
much  necessary  co-ordinating  work  waituj 
to  be  done.  At  the  level  of  the  County  j 
County-borough  Council  there  must  be| 
body  comparable  in  constitution  aii 
functions  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Cort 
mittee  under  the  National  Health  Insuranj 
Act,  which  will  supervise  the  local  phai 
maceutical  service  and  act  as  the  loc 
representative  of  the  Minister  or  of  tlj 
Central  Pharmacy  Board  or  other  centr( 
pharmaceutical  body.  This  local  committ 
either  itself  or  through  a  subcommittd 
should  perform  similar  disciplinary  fun 
tions  to  those  at  present  undertaken  t| 
the  service  subcommittee. 

Organisation  of  Pharmacy 

While  the  arrangements  in  the  varioij 
directions  could  be  organised  more  or  lei 
independently  of  one  another  such  a  treaj 
ment  of  the  subject  would  fail  to  make  uil 
of  the  possibilities  of  co-operation  betweejj 
the  different  branches  of  pharmacy  whicl 
will  undoubtedly  exist  and  which  if  utilise) J 
will  add  to  the  efficiency,  economy  an 
amenity  of  the  whole  pharmaceutical  se: 
vice.  It  is  therefore  urged  that  the  princha 
of  considering  the  pharmaceutical  servic 
as  a  whole  should  be  adopted  as  the  bas 
on  which  it  is  organised.  This  would  mea 
that  the  authority  whose  responsibilit 
it  will  be  to  plan  the  health  service  arrange 
ments  of  an  area  would  take  into  accour. 
all  the  pharmaceutical  needs,  domiciliary 
health  centre,  hospital  and  clinic,  and  pn 
pare  a  unified  plan  to  meet  these  needs  whic 
would  provide  for  the  maximum  amount  t 
interrelation  between  the  various  branches, 

Domiciliary  Service 

The  White  Paper  visualises  a  general

her  Functions  of  Pharmacy 

It  may  be  appropriate  here  to  mention

The  effective  utilisation  of  phar- 
lacy  in  the  national  health  service 
tierefore  covers  a  wide  field. 
Without  prejudice  to  the  application  of 
ae  general  principles  of  a  national  phar- 
laceutical    service    enunciated    in  this 


statement  it  is  desired  to  emphasise  the 
following  points  in  connexion  with  the 
pharmaceutical  service  for  patients  receiv- 
ing domiciliary  treatment  :■ — 

(1)  The  patient  should  receive  from  the 
doctor  a  prescription  which  he  should  be  free 
to  take  to  the  pharmacist  of  his  choice. 

(2)  No  institutional  facilities  for  the 
supply  of  medicines  are  required  except  where 
there  are  also  in-patients. 

(3)  Pharmacists  who  are  engaged  in  the 
service  should  be  represented  on  the  bodies 
planning  or  controlling  the  service. 

(4)  Remuneration  should  be  adequate  to 
ensure  that  the  service  is  self-supporting  in 
each  pharmacy. 

(5)  The  efficiency  of  the  service  requires 
that  the  participation  of  new  pharmaceutical 
units  should  be  based  upon  the  needs  of  the 
locality. 

Health  Centres 

The  health  centre  is  apparently  visualised 
as  a  communal  surgery  having  separate 
consulting-rooms,  but  other,  services  in 
common.  No  indication  is  given  whether 
pharmaceutical  facilities  are  to  be  pro- 
vided there.  Indeed  the  whole  conception 
of  the  health  centre  has  been  very  sketchily 
worked  out.  It  is  understood  that  a  prim- 
ary reason  for  their  establishment  is  to 
provide  in  them  equipment  not  usually 
available  in  the  doctor's  private  surgery. 
There  seems  very  good  reason  for  retaining 
the  private  consulting-room  as  the  first 
stage  through  which  the  patient  passes, 
but  in  so  far  as  health  centres  will  provide 
a  general-practitioner  service,  medicines 
and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  re- 
quired for  that  service  should  be  supplied 
by  means  of  a  prescription  to  be  taken  by 
the  patient  to  any  pharmacy  participating 
in  the  national  service.  Likewise  the  re- 
quirements of  out-patients  receiving  other 
forms  of  service  at  health  centres  should  be 
met  in  the  same  way. 

What  pharmaceutical  arrangements 
should  be  made  in  the  health  centre  with 
beds  will  depend  upon  the  form  it  takes  and 
will  need  further  consideration  when  that 
is  known,  but  it  seems  clear  that  a  pharma- 
ceutical department  may  be  needed  as  an 
integral  part  of  such  establishments. 

Hospitals 

The  responsibility  which  will  rest  on  the 
Government  to  promote  a  national  hospital 
service  on  the  basis  of  the  co-ordination  and 
development  of  municipal  and  voluntary 
hospitals  will  provide  an  opportunity  of 
remedying  the  unsatisfactory  state  of 
affairs  which  exists  at  present  in  regard  to 
the  pharmaceutical  arrangements  in  hospi- 
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tals  to  which  reference  has  already  been 
made.  The  need  for  improvement  was 
recognised  by  the  Voluntary  Hospitals 
Commission  which  reported  in  1937,  in.  the 
following  terms,  the  same  comment  being 
applicable  to  municipal  hospitals : — 

Of  great  importance  is  the  pharmaceutical 
service.  Those  in  responsible  charge  of  the 
pharmaceutical  department  of  any  hospital 
should  hold  a  statutory  qualification  and  be 
registered  in  accordance  with  the  Pharmacy 
Acts.  At  present  it  is  legally  permissible 
for  persons  not  so  qualified  to  be  practically 
in  charge  of  hospital  pharmaceutical  depart- 
ments. This  not  infrequently  occurs  in 
smaller  hospitals  by  the  appointment  of  one 
holding  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  certificate  for 
Assistants  in  Dispensing.  Where  a  hospital 
is  so  small  as  not  to  require  full-time  service 
then  a  qualified  pharmacist  should  be  engaged 
for  certain  hours. 

Although  no  reference  is  made  in  the 
White  Paper  to  the  pharmaceutical  arrange- 
ments in  hospitals  it  is  essential  that  the 
standard  of  qualification  for  pharmaceutical 
staffs  in  hospitals  should  be  not  lower  than 
that  of  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  qualifica- 
tion. Indeed  there  is  a  tendency  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist  qualification  to 
become  the  rule  for  hospital  appoint- 
ments. In  addition  to  pharmacists  em- 
ployed in  hospitals  the  organisation  by 
local  authorities  of  the  pharmaceutical 
services  will  require  the  employment  of 
pharmacists  in  administrative  posts.  The 
hospital  pharmaceutical  service  should  be 
based  on  the  following  principles : — 

(1)  There  should  be  in  every  hospital  a 
pharmaceutical  department  adequately 
accommodated,  staffed  and  equipped. 

(2)  The  chief  pharmacist  should  be  directly 
responsible  to  the  governing  authority  of 
the  hospital  and  subject  to  this  should  have 
complete  administrative  control  of  the 
pharmaceutical  department. 

(3)  Where  a  hospital  is  too  small  to  justify 
the  employment  of  a  pharmacist  full-time, 
other  arrangements  should  be  made  to 
ensure  that  the  pharmaceutical  work  of  the 
hospital  is  undertaken  by  a  pharmacist. 

Clinics 

The  various  special  services  which  are 
now  and  will  continue  to  be  conducted  by 
the  County  and  County  Borough  Councils 
under  the  national  health  service  involve 
medical  and  surgical  supplies  for  use  in 
clinics  and  in  the  homes  of  those  receiving 
attention.  The  various  services  are  diverse 
in  character  and  no  general  rule  can  be 
laid  down  as  to  the  way  in  which  their 
medical  supply  requirements  should  be  met. 
The  principles  set  forth  in  the  adjoining 
column  should,  however,  be  observed, 


(1)  So  far  as  those  attending  clinics  vi 
need  medicines  and  medical  and  surgk 
appliances  for  use  in  their  own  homes,  thi 
requirements  should  be  met  by  utilising  t 
services  of  local  pharmacies,  patients  bei 
given  prescriptions  to  take  to  a  pharmacy 
their  choice. 

(2}  The  arrangements  for  medicines  ai 
medical  and  surgical  appliances  for  use 
clinics,  as  distinct  from  those  for  use  at  hon 
.should  be  assimilated  to  and  co-ordinat 
with  those  of  hospitals. 

In  this  statement  the  broad  outline 
the    position    which    pharmacy  shou 
occupy  in  a  national  health  service  has  ben 
discussed.    Apart  from  indicating  that  j 
radical  change  is  needed  in  the  basis 
payment   for    services   provided  through 
chemists'  shops  no  reference  has  been  ma< 
to  the  question  of  remuneration  as  it 
felt  that  it  is  necessary  first  to  define  tl 
basic  principles  of  the  service.  Also  certa 
environmental  matters  dealing  with  tl 
supply  of  medicines  to  the  public  outside  tl 
national    health    service    which    have  1 
bearing  on  such  a  service  have  been  le 
for  later  discussion. 

Appendix 

Criticism  of  Conditions  of  Pharmaceutic 
Service  under  N.H.I.  Scheme 

The  main  criticism  of  the  N.H.I,  servi 
from  a  pharmaceutical  point  of  view  concen 
its  status  and  scope.    Whatever  the  intentic 
may  be,  the  effect  of  the  present  N.H.I.  arrang| 
ments  is  to  treat  the  pharmacist  simply  as , 
supplier  of  goods  whose  status  is  not  differel 
in  principle  from  that  of  any  other  supplier 
goods  to  a  public  authority.    The  concepticjl 
of  the  pharmacist  as  a  man  who  is  primarii 
giving  professional  service  and  only  incidentallll 
as  part  of  that  service,  supplying  goods,  is  nJ 
recognised  in  the  arrangements.  At  present  til 
provision  for  the  payment  of  a  dispensing  feels 
simply  a  payment  for  labour  put  into  til 
preparation  of  medicines  in  the  same  way  ;|i 
payment  would  have  to  be  made  for  laboil 
employed  in  any  capacity,  irrespective  of  if 
character.  The  rate  of  payment  is  such  that  ] 
cannot  be  regarded  as  payment  for  profession^ 
services  but  rather  for  work  in  the  category  of|j 
trade  or  alternatively  as  corresponding  to 
profit  on  a  retail  transaction.

extent.  Moreover,  the  greater  the  volume  of 
work  the  easier  it  will  be  to  organise  it  to 
ensure  the  maximum  of  efficiency. 

It  is  important  for  another  reason  to  give 
attention  to  the  extent  to  which  the  personal 
qualification  is  used.  The  fact  that  under 
present  conditions  of  pharmaceutical  practice 
the  pharmacist's  skill  and  knowledge  is  not 
fully  used  in  many  pharmacies  owing  to  the 
opportunities  being  insufficient  or  to  the  force 
of  other  circumstances,  tends  to  create  a  sense 
of  frustration  and  injustice.  The  aim  of  public 
policy  should  be  to  ensure  so  far  as  practicable 
that  in  every  pharmacy  there  is  sufficient  work 
of  a  character  which  requires  the  special  skill 
and  knowledge  of  the  pharmacist  to  make  it 
unnecessary  for  other  work  to  be  undertaken. 

The  limitation  of  contractors  to  the  needs  of 
the  service  would  help  to  bring  about  these 
results.  Such  limitation  might  be  on  a  geo- 
graphical or  population  basis  or  a  combination 
of  the  two,  subject  to  the  right  of  all  existing 
N.H.I,  contractors  to  participate  in  the  new 
service  in  respect  of  existing  pharmacies. 

There  is  no  control  of  the  advertising  of  the 
N.H.I,  service  by  contractors.  This  permits  an 
undesirable  form  of  competition  which  is 
detrimental  to  the  service  by  giving  the  public 
a  wrong  impression  regarding  other  contractors. 

All  N.H.I,  contractors  at  present  are  in- 
dependent of  each  other  and  all  other  sections 
of  N.H.I,  work  except  to  the  extent  that  rotas 
are  established.  The  service  in  any  district 
would  be  more  efficient  if  there  were  organised 
collaboration  between  pharmacists  and  also 
if  there  were  similar  collaboration  both  in- 
dividually and  collectively  between- pharmacists 
and  doctors  for  the  discussion  and  settlement 
of  common  problems. 

There  are  no  provisions  (a)  to  ensure  that 
pharmacists  keep  up  to  date  with  the  progress 
of  medical  and  pharmaceutical  knowledge, 
either  by  way  of  private  study  or  organised 
revision  courses,  (b)  To  encourage  research  in 
pharmacy  and  pharmaceutical  practice.  What 
is  done  in  these  directions  depends  upon  the 
initiative  and  financial  support  of  pharmacists 
as  individuals  or  through  their  organisations. 

The  service  has  not  been  a  personal  one. 
There  is  no  distinction  between  pharmacists  > 
and  contractors  in  the  arrangements  for  partici- 
pation in  the  scheme,  yet  the  service  is  essentially 
personal  and  such  as  should  be  given  by  pharma- 
cists with  full  authority.  It  is  unsatisfactory 
that  pharmacists  in  the  employment  of  a  con- 
tractor should  not  be  in  direct  contact  with  the 
authorities  and  be  responsible  to  them  for  the 
work.  This  means  that  the  service  should  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  pharmacist  in  personal 
control  at  each  pharmacy  irrespective  of  the 
nature  of  the  ownership  of  the  business. 

It  is  possible  for  shops  which  are  not 
pharmacies  to  contract  for  the  supply  of 
"non-dispensed"  medicines  and  medical  and 
surgical  appliances.  This  arrangement  is 
unsound  since  it  deprives  those  obtaining 
supplies  from  such  shops  of  the  services  of 
pharmacists  and  at  the  same  time  weakens  the 
position  of  pharmacists  participating  in  the 
service,

Very  quiet  conditions  have  obtained  in  the 
London  drug  and  chemical  markets  through- 
out the  week,  but  the  tone  of  most  com- 
modities has  been  firm.  Demand  has  been 
on  a  fair  scale,  but  orders  are  becoming 
increasingly  difficult  to  fill  on  account  of 
the  poor  supply  situation.  In  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemicals,  a  fair  business  is 
reported  in  articles  for  immediate  home 
consumption.  Makers  announce  an  increase 
of  one  penny  per  lb.  in  the  prices  of  Aspirin, 
Salicylic  acid  and  Sodium  salicylate. 
With  this  small  advance,  prices  of  these 
products  compare  favourably  with  the 
rates  ruling  in  1939.  New  price  schedules 
are  given. 

Business  in  Crude  Drugs  has  again  been 
around  recent  average,  with  few  inquiries 
and  available  stocks  at  a  low  level.  Prices 
are  generally  firm,  with  movement  con- 
fined to  a  few  pence  either  way.  There  are 
still  no  spot  supplies  of  Cape  Aloes,  but  it 
may  be  possible  to  find  some  small  parcels 
of  Curacao.  Balsams  are  steady  at  last- 
mentioned  prices.  Quiet  conditions  obtain 
for  Cardamoms.  Chillies  is  in  good  supply 
at  present.  Ergot  remains  very  scarce. 
Supplies  of  Jaborandi  are  no  longer  obtain- 
able. Jalap  is  available  on  spot.  Some 
Turkish  Liquorice  root  is  quoted  to  come 
forward.   Seeds  are  quiet  but  steady. 

The  Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies  has 
announced  its  intention  to  recommend 
import  licences  for  a  limited  quantity  of 
Valerian  root  during  the  period  ending 
February  28,  1946.  The  Botanical  Drug 
Importers'  Section  of  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce  has  been  asked  to  arrange 
with  the  importers  concerned  for  the  im- 
portation of  the  material.  Information 
should  be  sent  to  the  Section  not  later  than 
May  4  by  firms  which,  during  the  years 
1936  to  1941  inclusive,  imported  the  drug 
(by  "imported"  is  meant  arranged  the 
shipment  and  paid  the  overseas  supplier). 

Little  of  interest  has  occurred  in  the 
Essential  Oils  markets  during  the  Week. 
Anise  (star)  continues  in  small  supply  at 
high  prices,  with  similar  conditions  obtain- 
ing for  Peppermint.  Clove  and  Nutmeg 
are  steady  at  English  distillers'  prices. 
Other  oils  outside  the  scope  of  the  control 
scheme  are  unchanged,  available  supplies 
being  exceedingly  small.
